The number of American divisions 
engaged in this sector has been 
in­ 
creased to eight now, and imdbdeS 
num bers 1, 2, 3 and 4 of the regu­ 
lars and the 26 th, 2StliA 3 2nd 
and 
4 2nd National Guard. 
Gen. March 
announced that it was the 4 2nd di­ 
vision which met and defeated the 
Prussian Guards during the 
present 
week. 
A Millio n I'nder Pershing , 
General Pershing, 
who reported 
recently the transfer of an American 
brigade division, now has 1,00b,OdO 
men under his direct command. The 
grand total embarked lfjT to the cud 
of July reached the 1,3 00,000 mark. 
The previous high monthly 
recoid 
was June, when 2 7 0,000 wore sent 
over. 
Concerning the present 
fighting, 
General March said that the official 
dispatches, covering the battle up to 
August 2, showed the present front 
parallel to the Vesslo and Andre val­ 
ues. the nex t defensive line 
of 
the 
enemy . 
L a te r dispatches indicate that the 
Vessle-Andro line may havo been al­ 
ready turned^ 
So ck to Destro y . 
The object of the American and 
allied armies still is to jle s tr o y 
the 
ondniy army , Gen. March said. 
The 
max imum retreat of the enemy up to 
August 2 measured 16 miles. The to­ 
tal length of the Alsne-Marne salient 
had been reduced from 7 4 miles to 
48 miles. 
The French and British pounding 
hard at both flanks, General March 
said, had resulted in the collapse of 
the German resistance oji August 1, 
and the French walked; into 
Sois 
sons. 
The advance in the center 
aver­ 
ages 3 miles on a 3 mile front while 
on the east flank, west of Rheims, 
an advance of 4 miles on a four mile 
front has already been r>ade. 
Co mplete Success Indicated 
The complete success or the allies 
is indicated iu

sage to the chief of staff from an of­

‘‘It is seemingly impossible for any

Muehlon, challenger of the German 
emp eror's own v ors’un that lie en­ 
deav ored to maintain p eace, from 
time to time addresses his comp at­ 
riots across the border with v igorous 
and indep endent v iews which, he de 
clares, a great many Germans share 
secretly. 
His p ersonal ap p earance 
shows none of the nerv ous agitation 
which the German authorities hav e 
sought to attribute to him. 
He de­ 
clares he has nev er had to consult 
a doctor; p hysically and mentally 
he seems a man of iron. 
Dr. Muehlon was asked how he 
could ho an op p onent of militarism 
and war, p articularly the p resent 
struggle, and at the same time be 
a director of Krup p s. the greatest 
war machine in the world. 
“That ap p ears to bo inconsistent," 
he said, "but the exp lanation is sim­ 
p le 
1 hav e always been op p osed to 
war, and ev en to Targe combinations 
like Krup p s, as my inclinations were 
toward tin* welfare and equality of 
the p eop le and the adjustment of 
differences by reason instead of by 
force. 
But it was felt desirable to 
hav e on the Krup p directorate v ar 
ions shades of op inion, ev en though 
not in strict accordance with the war 
activ ities of the establishment, so 
that all v iews could be exp ressed and 
something like common agreement 
obtained on the many v exing p rob­ 
lems p resented. 
To that end I came 
into the organization, at first in a 
subordinate p osition and later in 
the directorate. 
It 
w a s stip ulated, 
howev er, that my activ ities should 
be mainly dev oted to the branch not 
engaged in war work, for Krup p s 
lias two branches of about equal size, 
one dev oted to war work and the 
other to work unconnected with war. 
Insensibly,

one branch drew mo into the other, 
as my exp erience in International 
affairs led to my being consulted on 
war arrangements hav ing any inter­ 
national bearing, such as the arm a­ 
ment of Turkey.”

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YEARS OF THE WORLD W A R - 
GREAT BRITAIN’S GREAT SHARE IN IT

> 
ffew York, Aug. 8.—Tomorrow, Au­ 
gust 4, a stricken world will hav e en 
dured four years of war and enter on 
a fifth. 
IIow many more years will 
the human race be called on to suffer 
this agony 1 God alone knows. But if 
It be not impious for a mortal man to 
dare Interpret the decrees of the Al­ 
mighty I do now most solemnly say 
that, although this carniv al of woe 
may be permitted by Prov idence to 
scourge us for months or years yet to 
come, it cannot cease till Germany is 
beaten to her knees. 
And why do I 
dare in the same breath proclaim that 
the Issue rests In the hands of the 
Lord of Hosts and yet that I am con­ 
v inced In my v ery soul that the only 
outcome can be Germany’s defeat? 
This is my answer: If I believ ed oth­ 
erwise I would cease to be a Chris­ 
tian ; If I admitted the possibility of a 
Prussian v ictory I would nev er again 
believ e that He who gav e us the Ser­ 
mon on the Mount died on the Cross 
of Calv ary for man s Redemption, 
i 
would know, perforce, and go sorrow­ 
ful to my grav e with the knowledge, 
that Might la more potent than Right, 
that the ethics which brought France, 
Britain, Italy, America and ev en poor, 
torn Russia into the conflict, the prin­ 
ciple which led Belgium to risk and 
lose all, the sheer sense of Justice 
which has ranged twenty other na­ 
tions on our side, were nothing more 
Dor less than foolish, ev en grotesque 
blunders. 
Yet I laugh to scorn the 
notion that I shall ev er accept any 
such theory—no, not till Milton’s re­ 
incarnated self declares him a disciple 
o f Lucifer, not till Shakespeare rises 
from his grav e and scoffs at the beau­ 
tiful England be lov ed so well, not till 
Lincoln’s Gettysburg speech Is prov ed 
A sham and a fraud. 
Some miracles 
<flo happen, but not such miracles as 
these. I hav e lost ev erything I v alued 
In the world. 
I walk hand in hand 
with tribulation, but there is a great 
J oy In my heart that comes to my aid 
.ev en in those dreadful watches of the 
.¡night when memories of the dead 
‘driv e almost to frenzy those who 
lov ed them and still liv e, because I 
know—yes, I know—that my country 
Is fighting for the right, and not my 
jpwn dear land alone, but her kith and 


kfft In ev ery clime where the English 
tongue is the speech of the people. 
We hav e dared all; we shall gain all 
So If you hav e read Into this preface 
the meaning I hav e striv en to conv ey 
you will understand that In the re­ 
mainder of this brief essay I shall tell 
of the glory and the Immensity o> 
Britain’s achiev ements in this war not 
4o flaunt her deeds In the eyes of the 
world, but as an earnest of the self­ 
same sacrifices and ideals that shall 
flow from this great nation of the 
West tn an ev er-increasing and irre­ 
sistible stream. 
That Is my purpose, 
and I want to declare It now. Britain 
has done much and, though weary and 
blood-stained, will do more, but the 
measure of her heroic effort can sure­ 
ly be applied to the determination of 
the splendid country in which I write 
these lines. 
Why, to mix with you 
Americans on The days when the news 
seems bad, when some disaster at sea 
or some rev erse on land chills the 
blood and odds a fresh burthen to an 
ov erladen heart, Is the best of all 
tonics for an Englishman. 
I hav e 
goue out to address audiences of an 
ev ening when my soul was heav y 
within me, when each mouthful of 
food In a well-appointed club or hotel 
had almost choked me by contrast 
with the priv ations better men than I 
were 
enduring 
with 
steadfastness. 
But the first sight of an American au­ 
dience, the first ringing cheers ev oked 
not by my oratory, hut my theme, 
brought a healing and a strengthening 
altogether Div ine in their efficacy, for 
here, indeed, In the truest sense of the 
phrase, the v oice of the people became 
the v oice of God. 
Well, the record has many items. 
Let us begin with the worst, the ir­ 
remediable, the tax lev ied by death. 
It Is a sad showing. The British cas­ 
ualties in officers and men are us fol­ 
lows :

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Have Crossed the Aisne River. 
(Associated Press Leased Wire.) 
London, Aug. 3 (Main Battle Front).—On the main 
battle front in the Soissons region the French, after com­ 
pletely occupy ing Soissons, have occupied the north hank 
of the Aisne river between Pommieres and Venizel, a dis­ 
tance of approx imately 5Vi* miles, advices received here 
today show. 
Fismes and Other Towns Fired By Germans. 
Burning villages in the area north of the Vesle river 
between Munzon and St. Thierry indicate that a further 
withdrawal of the Germans in this salient is intended. 
Fourteen large fires were observed. The important Ger­ 
man center of Fismes is in flames and there is a great con­ 
flagration in two villages northwest of that town. 
German Retreat Becomes Precipitous. 
The retirement of the forces of the German crown 
prince now apparently has become of a very rapid charac­ 
ter. There is not a great deal of fighting, certainly not in 
the area southeast of Soissons, and it is unlikely that any 
large numbers of prisoners has been taken. 
East of Rheims the French have made important re­ 
covery of ground near St. Hilaire.
